as many trips around the circuit as they were able. Other 
events included a bake sale and a raffle of prizes donated 
by local businesses. 

Throughout the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
this summer towns are holding bike rallies to help raise 
money for various charitable organizations, such as the 
Dana-Farber Cancer Institute, that are both doing research 
to find a cancer cure and helping to make the lives of 
those who have cancer a bit more comfortable.

If you are of a certain age there was a time when 
a warm summer's Saturday night out more than likely 
included a trip to a drive-in movie.

need life into the project.

School Report 
Relay for Life: Helping Hope Live

The Tri-Town Relay for Life was held at the ORR 
High School field on Friday, June 13 until the following 
Saturday morning. Dedicated teams set up their camp- 
sites around the school track, packed with sleeping bags, 
snacks and other necessities to help them through the 13 
hours ahead. The relay began with an inspirational wel- 
come by one of the members of the committee, followed 
by a speech made by cancer survivor Russell Holt. 

The first lap of the evening was taken by those 
in honor of the event — the cancer survivors. During lap 
number two, all caregivers of these patients were then 
asked to join, followed by the Relay for Life committee 
members during the third lap. Finally, all captains along 
with their team members began to walk with the others, 
in memory of those who had been lost to cancer and with 
hope for those who are still fighting. Soon after the fund- 
raiser began, the ORR Drama Club stepped up to the mi- 
crophone to perform pieces from their latest production of 
Evita. Doug Zeppenfeld, who was an ORR graduate last 
year, went on to sing original ballads by Josh Groban. 

The 9:00 hour brought the most heart-wrenching 
moment of the Relay for Life event. Luminary bags, which 
were sold for a donation of $5 and decorated in memory 
of those lost to cancer, had been filled with sand and a 
single candle. They were then placed around the track 
and once lit created a beautiful lining of light. A Luminar- 
ia Ceremony soon began in which pictures of loved lost 
ones were shown upon a projection screen. It was the first 
time during the night that it became clear the true effect 
that cancer has upon so many lives. 

My cousin, Jacqueline Pequita, died from leuke- 
mia in 1991, only a few months before my birth. Although 
I was never able to meet her, I have learned, through 
the years, how much of a saint she was throughout her 
time spent on Earth. I immediately saw her face in the 
pictures on the screen and I realized how strong those 
lucky enough to have met her actually were. One of my 
best friends was standing beside me during the ceremony. 
Only a year ago her grandmother — her role model —

passed away from cancer. I began to hear my friend weep 
and as terrible as it is to have a reason to cry, I almost felt 
jealous that she was able to shed those tears. Although 
they were caused by a death, her tears were, in fact, a 
symbol of life. They 

stood for a life that impacted another so greatly. 

I turned and pulled her into my arms, in hopes 
that a hug would erase all of her pain. I was wrong when 
I thought I would be able to comfort her for when she 
returned my embrace something unexplainable came 
over me. A rush of tears welled up inside of my chest and 
made their way rolling down my cheeks. I felt the loss 
of not only my best friend but of everyone else who was 
hurting around me. It was this little moment in time that 
made me so glad for participating in the Relay for Life. 

Once the sad feelings passed, everyone joined 
back together with high spirits and continued walking 
until the sun came up. Just like the committee had said,

My neighbor and I were talking about our indoor cats. 
When I asked who her vet was she said that she had never 
taken her cat to the vet. She said that the cat needed no 
shots because it never went outside. Is this correct? 

Unfortunately, no. This is neither correct nor a rare opinion. 
Indoor cats need vet care as much as outdoor cats. Vaccina- 
tion for Rabies are a legal requirement as well as a good 
idea, at the very least. Rabid raccoons are common and 
do get into houses and indoor only cats sometimes end up 
outdoors. Thus, the cats' health and the health of the family 
may be endangered. 

Your neighbor is also thinking of vets as emergency person- 
nel. Much of our job is to prevent illness and suffering. 
Annual visits are geared towards making sure that the pet is 
indeed, happy and comfortable. Dental disease, and the pain 
that goes with it, obesity, and other problems are extremely 
common in indoor only cats.

expertise of the town's consultants. 

The majority of voters want to keep costs down but 
favor doing things correctly and based on current need. They 
also like Marion as it is, and do not want to increase the tax base, 
nor cede control and design of the projects to developers. 

The townspeople understand the need for low cost 
housing for young and old, but realize the seniors need to have 
separate facilities. 

We are willing to pay to maintain control but would 
insist the town undergo an impartial examination of its activities 
to assure we really need what we currently pay for and that it 
be done efficiently. Rather than build for future generations, we 
prefer the future taxpayers pay for future expansions instead of 
guessing at what the future holds and running up a debt we will 
be unnecessarily saddled with. 

Further, lots of data establishes that trouble and traffic 
are much less of a problem if smaller groups of low-cost units 
are sprinkled through the community, rather than creating large, 
concentrated low-cost developments. The large developments 
proposed are not appropriate. 

To the point, all of us want to build affordable housing, 
but want to control its design and use. We are not interested in 
additional commercially-zoned areas.

State Shellfish Testing 

The Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
(DPH) recently announced plans to conduct precaution- 
ary market testing of shellfish harvested from marine 
waters potentially impacted by red tide. 

The testing will be done on surf clams and ocean 
quahogs harvested from federally designated waters off 
the coast of Massachusetts. Testing of shellfish in state 
coastal waters is routinely conducted by the Massachu- 
setts Division of Marine Fisheries (DMF), but shellfish 
caught in federal waters is not. 

This year scientists are predicting an abundance 
of the plankton that is responsible for producing a toxin 
dangerous to humans if consumed. Exposure to the toxin 
can result in paralytic shellfish poisoning, or PSP, which 
can cause a potentially debilitating and fatal disease if 
a person eats shellfish contaminated with the toxin. It is 
important to identify shellfish that is contaminated and 
remove it from sale, because PSP toxin can survive the 
normal cooking process. 

There have been no cases of PSP in Massachusetts 
since the early 1990s. Fish, scallops adductor muscles 
without the roe, crab, shrimp and lobster meat are not af- 
fected by PSP.

"This testing is being done as a precaution to 
ensure that shellfish available for sale in Massachusetts 
is safe/' said Bureau of Environmental Health Director 
Suzanne Condon. "We think it is important to increase 
our testing and enhance our system of monitoring so that 
residents can continue to feel confident about purchasing 
and consuming shellfish in Massachusetts/' 

Harvesting regulations for shellfish are strictly 
enforced during periods of red tide. State coastal waters 
are monitored by DMF and are closed to shellfish harvest- 
ing when testing indicates an unsafe level of toxins. Open 
federal waters are not routinely monitored for PSP. 

Due to increasing levels of PSP toxin, DMF has 
closed shellfish beds in the Nauset Estuarine system in 
Eastham and Orleans and in waters from New Hampshire 
to the Bourne-Sandwich line near the east end of the Cape 
Cod Canal, with the exception of the Plymouth-Kingston- 
Duxbury Bay complex. DPH continues to work closely 
with DMF in monitoring state coastal waters. 

Retail stores and restaurants are required to 
maintain shellfish source identification tags for up to 
90-day s as required by state regulations. The DPH Food 
Protection Program and local boards of health are advis- 
ing commercial food establishments and seafood distribu- 
tors to closely verify that their shellfish are coming from 
approved sources.

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Movie Review 





Mean and Green

The Incredible Hulk, Starring Edward Norton and Liv Tyler. 
Directed by Louis Leterrier. Running time: 114 minutes. MP AA 
rating: PG-13. 

The best parts of The Incredible Hulkunfold in Brazil, where the fugitive 
Bruce Banner (Edward Norton) keeps a low profile, keeps his pulse rate 
even lower, and is overqualified for his day-labor gig at a soda-bottling 
factory. Bruce even has a personal trainer, who instructs him to breathe 
out his anger from his abdomen. He seems to lead a livable, if grungily 
modest, life here; the sequence was actually shot in Rio de Janeiro, so it 
has a bustling authenticity, with the buildings piled high and the people 
densely packed in the streets. It's a credible hiding place for a scientist 
who turns into a gigantic green creature of rage when something upsets 
him. The city must calm him down, too, since we're told he's gone well 
over a hundred days without an "incident." 

Most of the film's remainder was shot in Canada, where it gives itself 
over to anonymous backdrops in front of which computer-generated 
mayhem will be inserted later. The Incredible Hulk, as you may have heard, 
is a stripped-down-for-action reboot of this franchise, which got off to 
an idiosyncratic and unpopular start with Ang Lee's 2003 Hulk. I found 
the Lee film fascinating and unstable, a psychologically thick meditation 
on repression and daddy-hatred. Many fans would've settled for more 
"Hulk smash," and in the new film they get it. Directed by Louis Leter- 
rier, who got into similar territory with Jet Li in Unleashed {Danny the Dog 
overseas). The Incredible Hulk has a more interesting and committed cast 
than its predecessor. Norton, Liv Tyler, William Hurt, Tim Roth: in just 
about every case this is an acting upgrade. 

Yet we see the writing on the wall here: this is the second Marvel 
Comics movie adaptation actually to be produced by Marvel, after Iron 
Man, and both films pack exactly as much personality as their actors 
bring with them, and eventually collapse into CGI footage of behemoths 
pounding each other. The Incredible Hulk goes farther than Iron Man, which 
at least gave us several scenes of Robert Downey Jr. and Jeff Bridges par- 



rying verbally before they climbed into their respective battle suits; here, 
I don't recall Edward Norton and Tim Roth acting opposite each other 
at all. Roth plays Emil Blonsky, a hard-bitten soldier hired by the Hulk's 
nemesis General Ross (Hurt) to find and capture Bruce before he hulks 
out. Looking as though he's still carrying some resentment from being so 
brutally mishandled in Funny Games, Roth moves through the film like a 
bullet, keeping Blonsky away from stock evil and grounded in a simple 
desire to fight one last great fight before his body gives out. 

As usual, Norton expresses a furtive intelligence ; whatever backstage 
drama he allegedly caused was worth it. He sells decency effortlessly, 
as when Bruce sees a female bottling-plant coworker cringing under the 
unwanted attention of a lout, almost walks away — afraid that the guy 
will start a fight and trigger a hulk-out — and then goes in to rescue her 
anyway. Norton also brings out the best in the usually uneven Liv Tyler, 
as Bruce's true love Betty Ross (the general's daughter). Tyler plays a 
lovely scene with the Hulk, in a cave under a thunderstorm; the way 
she advises him to watch his head when he ducks into the cave has a 
surreal tenderness. It's a fine, moody sequence that just about outdoes 
the overwrought entirety of Peter Jackson's King Kong. 

The movie is fun enough, and it satisfied me as a lifelong Hulk fan 
(there are many in-jokes to tickle the fans, from a Bill Bixby cameo on 
a TV to Bruce looking askance at an oversized pair of purple pants). I 
think I prefer the Ang Lee version, which took the premise to bizarre 
and unexpected places; Lee, rather quixotically, tried to make art out of 
it — he didn't quite realize he was supposed to make a commercial for 
Hulk toys. Louis Laterrier is more of an action man, and when Blonsky 
becomes a dark mirror on the Hulk — the Abomination — the vehicles 
fly up in the air and fireballs chase pedestrians up and down the streets of 
New York. It's a comic book writ large, all right. But I still wished I could 
see more of Bruce in the Hulk and vice versa, more of Edward Norton 
beneath the CGI. Maybe next time.
